LONG BURIED CITY FOUND 
BENEATH DESERT SAND 

CAIRO—A fabulous ancient city 
buried under the sands of Arabia 
is said to have been found by 
archaeologist Wendell Phillips of 
Concord, California. 

Mr. Phillips, who led a Univer- 
sity of California expedition ex- 
ploring the region for two years, 
said he found the remains of a 
great civilization near Mareb, tra-, 
ditional home of the Queen of | 
Sheba. 

Travelling from Aden, Arabia, 
on a Royal Air Force plane, he re- 
lated, he landed on the site of 
ancient Timna, described by the 
Roman historian Pliny as the “city 
of 40 temples.” 

“Timna is covered by sand,” he 
said. “However, several city walls, 
the gate, and ruins of temples are | 
still visible. In the centre of the 
city an obelisk emerges four feet 
above the sand. Nomads living 
nearby dug 15 feet deep without 
reaching its base. Hymartie in- 
scriptions are carved on its four 
faces.” 

Mr. Phillips described the Hym 


artics as people living in the 
area 20 or 30 centuries ago. 
He described the area as an 


‘archaeological treasure house’ and 
one of the least explored regions 
in the world waiting for system- 
atie research,

CANADA’S POPULATION 


Canada’s population is now es- 
timated at 13,545,000, an increase 
of 662,000 from the preceding year, 
according to the Dominion bureau 
of statistics latest figures. The ad- 
dition of Newfoundland as Can- 
ada’s tenth province brought 348,- 
000 new citizens. The natural in- 
crease as a result of more births 
than deaths during the year end- 
ing June 1st accounted for an in- 
crease of 225,000. Nearly 125,000 
immigrants entered in the last year 
although this was somewhat offset 
by the emigration of more than 
30.000 persons. 

Estimated populations by pro- 
vinces as at June 1, 1949, stand 
as follows: 

Ontario 4,411,000; Quebec 3,887,-

If so, consider this: Modern 
farming is one of the most hazardous occupations on the conti- 
nent. It's always been more or less dangerous. A farmer is liable 
to be kicked by a startled horse, or to be gored by his bull, or in- 
jured in a fall from a stairway, through a trapdoor or from a hay- 


cidents cost farmers more than 1,- 
000,000 man-days. 


In the period under review, about 
387,200 persons suffered accidents, 
more than one third of them severe 
enough to cause lay-offs of from two 
to three weeks and 45 per cent. ne- 
cessitating absences of from three 
to 10 days. 


The bureau found that accidents 
had permanently incapacitated 400 
farm operators and partially disabled 
2,100 persons for life. 

Still want to farm? Then, says 
the statistics bureau, go to Quebec. 
It's relatively the safest province. 

The prairies, with about one-third 
of Canada’s farming population, ac- 
count for about 60 per cent. of the 
accidents, “due to the greater mech- 
anization of agriculture,in the west 
and the consequent added risk in- 
volved in working with tractors and 
complex farm machinery.

‘Ultrasonic Trainers Perfect Bombings 


Radarmen Learn Pinpointing Targets Regardless Of Location

The squadron of heavy bombers 
roars steadily through the night.

An hour 
passes, Eager youngsters, manning 
the radar scopes, pick up familiar 
landmarks, The Thames flows across 
their screens. Greater London is 
etched on their scopes. They recog- 
nize the major outlines, well enough 
and clearly enough to correct the 
pilots’ courses. Although none has 
seen England from the air, all these 
radar operators know London as well 
as though they had flown many times 
over the city in broad daylight. 


I have selected a friendly target 
for this dissertation. It could as 
readily be Paris or Tokyo or Mos- 
cow. U.S. radarmen can learn in a 
few days to recognize both the ap- 
proaches to these cities and their 
inner outlines — and never leave 
North America.

THE AIRPLANE, a make-believe 
single-engine dive bomber, consists 
of a radar-like scanning device whose 
rotating scanner is immersed in a 
shallow tank of water. As it moves 
out over the make-believe Pacific 
ocean, a pen traces a red line on a 
sheet of paper stretched under a 
glass map. An instructor, a veteran 
radar operator, relays corrections to 
the pilot, who stands nearby finger- 
ing controls.

It is extremely unfortunate “that 
so many of us believe that the only 
function of the neck is to separate 
the mind from body,” writes Dr.

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TESTING SOIL WITH SPECIAL CROP—The fertile muck soil areas south of Montreal are now being tested 
with a special crop, A large firm dealing in perfumes and essential oils has planted out 35 acres of mint near 
Bte. Clothilde de Chateauguay to determine the suitability of the soil for producing the peppermint oil-bearing 
plant, The Ste. Clothilde and surrounding district is known to contain thousands of acres of some of the best 
muck soils on the continent, The crop will remain in the ground three years before re-planting will be neces- 
sary. Summer cultivation consists of rigid control of weeds as most plants other than mint bear substances 
which cannot be tolerated in pure mint oil, In this first year the crop was allowed to grow until fall before 
eutting, however, in the two succeeding years it is expected that the plants will have developed sufficiently to 
provide more than one cutting. The above photos show, left, the boiler shed and condenser which are part of 
the equipment that will extract mint oil and cedar oil, and right, young mint plants planted in rows four feet 
apart last May which have just about filled in all the space between the rows, Foreman R. Duhaime is seen in 
the picture.

MIXING YOUR OWN FEED 


wt modern feeding practices 
on the farm a feed mixer has 
become very useful. The design for 
this machine has been worked out 
by the agricultural engineers of the 
Michigan State College of Agricul- 
ture, 

The mixer consists of a box, 2 ft. 
x 2 ft. x 5 ft. made of white pine 
matched boarding, The construction 
of the box is simple, the ends being 
cleated at the corners and a heavy 
cleat is placed across the centre of 
each end to take the pipe flanges 
into which the stub shafts at ends 
of the box are threaded. The cover 
of the box is hinged to the side and

is held shut by hasps and staples. 
The baffles are an important part of 
the mixing device, and should be 
placed as indicated in the sketches. 
They are fastened and braced by 
means of ordinary corner brackets. 
A partition is built across the centre 
of the box, permitting one side to be 
used separately, where a small quan- 
tity of feed is to be mixed, or where 
two kinds of mixtures are to be han- 
dled at the same time. In use, the 


box must never be filled more than 
one-third full, the two halves, at this 
rate, providing a capacity of about 
250 Ibs. per batch. 

In operating the mixer, the most 


important thing is not to drive it 
too fast—too high a speed will cause 
the feed to stay in the corners of 
the box, mixing action being neglig- 
ible at speeds above 50 r.p.m, A rec- 
ommended speed is 14 revolutions per 
minute, Tests have shown that when 
not filled too full, good mixing is 
obtained by as few as three revolu- 
tions of the box. Fourteen revolu- 


tions, or one minute’s operation 
should answer all mixing require- 
ments. The mixer can be turned by 


hand, though power operation is pos- 
sible. When electric motors are used, 
it is necessary of course, to employ 
speed reducing equipment,

Long dry spells in most sections 
of Canada this summer mean crop 
yields in most provinces will be be- 
low those of 1948, 

Nova Scotia, the outstanding ex- 
ception, went to the other extreme 
with farmers harvesting their best 
grain crops in history. And the 
province’s apple crop expected to be 
of the highest quality ever. 

Manitoba, too, had a better-than- 
average yield which might have 
reached record-breaking proportions 
except for a midsummer heat wave. 

Harvesting is still under way in 
many sections of the country so final 
crop figures are not yet available, 
but a Canadian Press survey shows 
final yields for the country as a 
whole will be well below those of last 
year. 

A long, dry spell just before the 
harvest damaged Newfoundland’s 
principal crop, hay, but indications 
are that the vegetable yield will be 
good, The potato crop second most 
important in the province, appears 
on its way to approaching the annual 
average of about 2,000,000 bushels. 

The grain harvest for Nova Scotia 
is up 15 per cent. over last year. The 
apple yield is expected to be about 
1,200,000 barrels, as compared to 
750,000 for 1948, 

New Brunswick's grain harvest is 
slightly better than average, but 
lower than last year’s boom yield. 
The potato crop — mainstay in the 
province—will probably equal 
year’s 17,315,000-bushel yield. 

A midsummer drought brought 
August bush fires in Quebec which 
reduced the province's farm yield, 


to be only slightly lower than last 


year’s $300,000,000. The hay crop 
was hardest hit by the summer 
droughts.

However, vegetables showed the 
benefit of abundant rainfall late in 
the season, 

Dry weather and cool nights dur- 
ing late August delayed the tobacco 
harvest in many areas, The flue- 
cured tobacco crop this year prob- 
ably will be about 100,000,000 pounds. 
The 1948 crop was 98,072,000 pounds. 

Manitoba had a_better-than-aver- 
age wheat crop with the harvest in 
central and northern sections of the 
province expected to be 59,000,000 
bushels, or an average of 18.6 per 
acre of No. 2 Northern wheat. 

The total yield in Saskatchewan is 
expected to be slightly lower this 
year than last. Of 15,700,000 acres 
sown to wheat this year, 4,000,000 
will yield less than five bushels an 
acre, In 1948, only 600,000 acres 
produced less than five bushels. 

Of about 6,500,000 acres sown to 
wheat in Alberta, farmers are aver- 
aging 12 bushels an acre as compar- 
ed with an average of 1712 in 1948.

Artificial Fuel 


The making of artificial fuel from wastepaper and sawdust, as demon- 
strated in the above photo by John E. Mason, is a simple process that can 
be adopted by most householders. 
ing qualities of maple or oak, this burnable supplementary fuel can be used 
in kitchen stoves and fireplaces. It gives off a minimum of smoke, throws 
no sparks and burns to a fine white ash. Instructions: To make this fuel 
few tools are required. A fair-sized galvanized wash tub for pulping, a 
three-foot length of 2 by 4 with protruding strong nails at one end and a 


short crosspiece at the other end for a handle, This latter is used as a 
masher, Old: newspapers, magazines, discarded books, wallpaper stripped 
from walls and corrugated paper cartons, are materials you can use and 
get rid of. Half, fill the tub with water, unfold and crush newspapers, tear 
out and crumple up pages of magazines and books, With masher keep 
pushing material into the water. Keep adding paper and mash with a 
twisting motion so nails can tear up the wet material until the mass gets 
thick and pulpy to a consistency where it can be molded into some kind of 


shape to be dried for burning. A few handfuls of sawdust worked into the 
mass makes a good ingredient. The mixture is then squeezed by hand into 
balls about the size of a baseball. Squeeze out all the water possible, they 
dry that much sooner, They can be sun-dried in trays or placed in an attic 
or on rafters in a garage, anywhere where the sun heats a space. In win- 
ter spread around a furnace or underneath a stove but wherever they are 
placed avoid putting them where there is any danger of the material ignit- 
ing.

Honest Man 
Does Forgery 
As Business 


NEW YORK.—With the aid of a 
pocketful of fragrant cigars and a 
battered old fountain pen, John 
Braungard forges signatures. 

He also predicts earthquakes, ex- 
plores terrestrial magnetism and 
publishes a stock-market tip sheet. 
But these are all hobbies, 

The 74-year-old “honest forger’ 
signs other people’s signatures as a 
business, 

Happily for the cause of law and 
order, Braungard does all his forger+ 
ies for a firm which specializes in 
putting out letters printed and signe 
ed to appear as personal correspon 
dence. Orders may run from several 
hundred letters to as many as 500,- 
000. Each one appears to have been 
typed by a stenographer and signed 
personally by the boss, 

Braungard studies each signature 
under a magnifying glass. Then, 
putting himself in what he terms a 
“photographic trance” by surround 
ing himself with a thick haze of 
cigar smoke, he writes signatures 
over and-over again without missing 
a single detail. 

Bankers, he says, have the least 
legible of all signatures. He says he 
has signed many scribbles without 
having the slightest idea what he 
was supposed to be writing. 

“When I am busy writing a man’s 
signature I seem to be carried along 
by a psychic drift,” Braungard says, 
“I seem to experience flashes of his 
character.” 

“Personality does not shine through 
as clearly in women’s signatures, 
They are easier to forge because 
they have fewer peculiarities.” 

Braungard buys his pens in pawn 
shops, battered old relics with blunt 
ends and limber points, but “capable 
of giving character to a forged sig- 
nature.” He says the new ball-point 
pens are “damned toys”. 

The legal forger says his banker 
has never suspected his rare gift— 
and he wants to keep it that way. 

“The finest signature I ever saw 
was by a fellow named Hancock,” 


he says. “John Hancock was the 
name,””

py women and children died in Alberta as a result 
of fire. 


This appalling situation is not improving, for in 
1948 alone there were 2,285 fires which caused a pro- 
perty loss of over three and three-quarter millions of 
dollars, and brought death to 49 men, women and 
children, all in the Province of Alberta. 


These figures should spur us on to make an all- 
out effort to reduce fire losses through proper care in 
handling fire. An analysis of the causes of fires and 
resulting loss of life over the past twenty months re- 
veals that lighting stoves with gasoline or kerosene 
lead all the rest. This was followed by suffocation, 
people trapped in burning buildings; by children play- 
ing with matches; by the practice of leaving children 
alone in the home. 


Every parent, every adult and child in Alberta is 
urged to be careful with fires. Correct any condition 
which might cause a fire. Most fires are preventable. 
so think and act Fire Prevention. Make Fire Prevention 
Week the beginning of a whole year in which your 
home, your place of business, your life and the lives 


ot those you love are safe from awful destruction of 
ire.
